tons. Of this Nova Scotia produced 
$52,642 tons valued at $3,554,540, On- 
tavio 271,484 tons valued at $4,385,271, 
and Quebec 6,709 tons valued at 
$80,383. The supply is not sufficient 
for in 1908 there was imported 212,200 
tons valued at $3,493,000.

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GLAUCOMA. 


This is a disease of tho eyes, oc- 
curring usually after the age of 
fifty years, the principal character- 
istic of which is an inerease of fluid 
within the globe of the eye. It is 
a very serious affection, one of the 
most serious of the eye troubles, 
for the reason that it often creeps 
upon one ~ unawares, and if not 
tveated, frequently ends in blind- 
ness. Fortunately, however, the 
early symptoms are usually well 
marked and easily recognized by 
the oculist, although sometimes ig- 
nored until too late by the patient.

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FREEZES GERMS TO DEATH. 
‘ Philadelphia Doctor’s Method of 
: Treating Cancer. 


A despatch from Philadelphia 
says: A new method of treating can- 
cer of the skin by freezing was de- 
_ monstrated to Philadelphia physi- 
cians on Wednesday by Dr. Ralph 
Bernstein, who has been practising 
for two years what he asserts is an 
original method .of treatment. Li- 
‘quid air has been used for experi- 
‘mentation before, but Dy. Bern- 
stein’s method of using solidified 
carbon dioxide is said to be nni- 
que. He produced at the meeting 
«f the Tri-county Medical Society a 
number of cases and made clinical 
demonstrations with the freezing 
mixture. The parts were frozen 
rom three to five minutes. This 
process, it is asserted, kills the 
cancer germs. At intervals of three 
weeks the operation is repeated.

SAFE IN THE SUBMARINE 


LIPFE-SAVING DEVICE IN THE 
BRITISH NAVY. 


Air-Traps Provide Breathing Space 
if Boat is Sunk—Divying 
Helmet Also. 


_ The crew of a sunken submarine 
is no longer to be left without 
means of escape, in the British 
Navy at least. <A recent issue of 
the Illustrated London News gives 
an idea of a method by which the

“Tt is necessary to render the 
crew independent of poisonous gas- 
es caused by salt water coming in- 
to contact with the stored electri- 
cel energy or open terminals; to 
preserve the crew from drowning 
in the boat; and to provide means 
of escape from the vessel and as- 
cent to the surface. The devices 
at present known are air-locks for 
escape; detachable 
hfe-boats; and self-contained dres- 
ses for escape. Air-locks alone are 
of little use, except in shallow 
water; combined either with de- 
tachable chambers or with self-con- 
tained dresses, they are essential 
in all methods of escape. 


AIR-TRAPS. 


‘When a submarine is holed by 
accident, the water pouring in 
will, if the hole be at the top of the 
beat. gradually replace the whole 
of the air in the vessel; but if the 
1ole be below the highest point, 
then the water as ii enters will com- 
press the air until the pressure of 
the latter is equal. to that of the 
water outside.

DRY-DOCK FOR MONTRBAL, 


Vickers-Maxim Company Will Tu- 
vest Some Millions. 


A despatch from Montreal says: 
A floating dry-dock for Montreal, 
capable of accommodating vessels 
of 20,000 tons, is the latest port 
equipment. It is understood that 
a considerable part of the capi- 
tal for the dry-dock will be pro- 
vided by the Vickers, Maxim and 
Vickers Company, one of the larg- 
est shipbuilding concerns in Great 
Britain, who will invest probably 
$5,000,000 in the proposition, and 
will operate the dry-dock and the 
accompanying shipyard. ‘The Brit 
ish firm do not confine their acti- 
vities to shipbuilding, and it is ex- 
pected that they will operate the 
Montreal plant during the Winter 
months when navigation is at a 
tandstill, forthe output of railway 
supplies of various kinds. 


FARM DRAINAGE PROFITABLE 
Assistance by Ontario Agricultural 
College, 


Thorough drainage of lands need- 
ing it will increase the yearly re- 
turns from the land by about $20 
per acre, as shown by reports of 
men who have drained. This is the 
sahent fact brought out in Bulle- 
tin 174 just issued’ by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Toronto, en- 
titled, ‘Farm Underdrainage: 
Does It Pay ?’’ 

During ‘the past five years the 
amount of drainage being done has 
doubled, and thorough drainage, 
that is with lines of tile every four 
rods, more or less, is rapidly in- 
creasing. Many areas are so flat 
oy so irregular that it is impossible 
without a surveyor’s level to tell 
just what is the best way of drain- 
ing them. For the encouragement 
of farmers having such areas the 
Cntario Agricultural College is re- 
newing its offer of assistance in 
drainage surveying. During the 
summer the College has a special 
diainage staff engaged in this 
work. Anyone having drainage 
problems to solve may have the 
assistance of one of these drain- 
age advisors by applying for the 
same. At the conclusion of each 
survey a public meeting is held in 
the field to discuss and demonstrate 
the best methods of finding the fall, 
determining the grade, digging the 
ditch true to grade, ete. The 
only outlay to the farmer is the 
travelling expenses of one man, 
ccnsisting of meals, if any, cartage 
of instruments, of any, and railway 
fare at a cent a mile each way. As 
several surveys are usually made 
on the same trip the actual cash 
outlay for each man is small, fre- 
quently being under $1 and seldom 
over $2, though in case of an in- 
dividual survey in a remote part 
it might reach $5 or more. The 
farmer is also expected to meet the 
College representative at the sta- 
tion and return him=to it, as well 
as accommodate him while on the 
survey. .
